Inspirational Messages Replace Bible Reading, Prayer 


“The greatest discovery of my 
generation is that human beings 
can alter their lives by altering 
their attitudes of mind.’’ 
Bucks County parents who have 
found it difficult to come to terms 
with the June 17 Supreme Court 
decision banning Bible - reading 
and prayer in public schools may 
soon find a change in their own 
attitudes. 
This is because there will be 
a notable change in the lives of 


their school-age children this fall. 
Will See Changes 
Many of the 75,000 youngers 
who return to Bucks County pub­ 
lic schools Thursday will begin 
at once to see these changes. 
The above verse was written 
by William James, American phil­ 
osopher and psychologist. It is 
one of a number of inspirational 
messages that can be substituted 
for the Bible and the Lord’s Pray­ 
er. 


No longer will IO verse* of the 
Bible be recited without 
com­ 
ment, nor will any devotional ex­ 
ercise be held. The lone practice 
to be retained during the open­ 
ing minutes will be the Pledge 
of Allegiance. 
Just Have Waited 
Up until this week, many school 
district administrators were not 
clear as to what could be used 
without violating the constitution. 
Since June 17 they had waited 


for a clarification from the state 
Department of Public Instruction. 
Word finally arrived this week 
when State Attorney Walter Ales- 
sandroni submitted a number of 
regulations to the Department of 
Instruction. A number of them 
were carried by the press but as 
of y e s t e r d a y administrators 
hadn’t received an official com­ 
munication. 
C o u n t y 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools Dr. George E. Raab was 


able to get an advance copy of 
the rules and on Wednesday he 
held a meeting with officials rep­ 
resenting 24 administrative school 
districts in Bucks County. Teach­ 
ers will likewise be briefed at 
workshop sessions to be held dur­ 
ing the next few days. 
Many Resources 
Dr. Raab feels the individual 
teacher will have many resources 
to turn to in opening the school 
day. 


“These first few minutes will 
require planning and prepara­ 
tion,’’ he said. “Most important, 
the student will benefit because 
the period will be put to the best 
possible use.” 
He said his office intends to 
summarize all the practices to be 
used in the various school dis­ 
tricts. “In this way, we’ll be able 
to learn from one another,” he 
said. A transcript of these prac­ 
tices will be sent to the Depart­ 


ment of Instruction for commu­ 
nication with other counties. 
Dr. Raab Pleased 
Dr. Raab appeared especially 
pleased the objective study of 
religion was permitted. This in­ 
cludes, he said, religion as a cul­ 
tural force, comparative religion, 
the history of religion and the 
study of the Bible for its literary 
and historical benefits.

The sources said Lodge is ex­

aid to South Viet Nam, were be­ 
lieved to include these: 
^-Ouster of the secret police 
officials responsible for carrying 
out last week’s raid on Buddhist 
pagodas and the arrest of thous­ 
ands of Buddhist priests and nuns. 
—The resignation of Nhu and 
the removal from influence of his

Girl ‘Lost’ 
In D.C. March

“I don’t want my girl to be the 
one and only person to die be­ 
cause of the civil rights march 
on Fashington,” Wilson said. 
Wilson, professor of education 
at the University of Michigan, 
said “when the group she went 
with returned on the bus Thurs­ 
day, Jackie was missing.” 
A spokesman for the group told 
Wilson his daughter was last seen 
as the march began Wednesday 
morning. The spokesman added 
“but she apparently became lost

That silence lasted until late in 
the day when C h a r m b u r y 
emerged from a tent after a con­ 
ference with Andy Debrito, who 
had been lowered into the hole 
to investigate. Charmbury report­ 
ed to a crowd of more than 1000: 
Concrete Plug 
“It was a concrete plug, along 
with a piece of rope. It could 
easily give the appearance of a 
body...we are very proud that 
we have men like Andy who are 
willing to go down there and look 
around.” 
Debrito walked off, and the 
drills which had been silent all 
day suddenly went into operation 
again, filling the night with the 
whining that meant Louis Bova, 
alive or dead, still was to be 
located deep in the earth. 
When Charmbury first saw the 
television image, he had reported 
excitedly that it seemed to show 
“a miner’s hat, head, shoulders, 
arms, legs, and boots.

House Remains Dark 
$10,000 Is 
Offered In 
Girls’ Killing 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A $10,000 
reward was posted Friday night 
for information leading to the ar­ 
rest and conviction of the killer 
of two young women who were 
slashed with butcher knives in 
their East Side Manhattan apart­ 
ment. 
The funds were offered by 
Newsweek magazine, the employ­ 
er of one of the victims, Janice 
Wylie, 21. 
Miss Wylie, an aspiring actress 
and niece of writer Philip Wylie, 
and Emily Hoffert, 23, daughter 
of a prominent Minneapolis physi­ 
cian, were found stabbed and tied 
together in the bedroom of their 
four-room apartment Wednesday 
night. They were slain earlier in 
the day. 
The investigation of th e case 
took a new turn yesterday when 
police noted there were “striking 
similarities” between the slayings 
here and the killing last May of 
Beverly Samans, 26, in Cam­ 
bridge, Mass.

Kennedy had asked the House 
for a new aid authorization of 
$4.5 billion, after voluntarily trim­ 
ming the total from $4.9 billion 
as a result of the Clay commit­ 
tee’s report.

•—for the tides at Morrisville, 
add 15 minutes for high tide 
and 45 minutes for low tide.
